For Ole Miss volleyball head coach Joe 
Getzin, the beginning of a new season sym- 
bolizes a few different things. A new class of 
freshmen will be stepping on the beautiful 
Ole Miss campus, new goals will be set forth, 
and for the 2012 Rebels specifically, another 
opportunity to reach their potential and com- 
pete for the Southeastern Conference title. 

Coming off an 11-17 season that saw the 
Rebels go 7-13 in league play, Getzin, who is 
entering his 11th year at the helm and has 
delivered Ole Miss to each of its three NCAA 
Tournament appearances, believes there was 
still fuel left in their collective tank. The goal 
this year is to use that as motivation, com- 
pete to their full potential and see where 
that takes them in the always-rugged SEC. 

“We went into the spring season knowing 
we had a lot of talent coming back,” Getzin 
said. “Obviously, we lost two very talented play- 
ers in Regina Thomas and Morgan Springer — 
both of whom will be playing professionally in 
Europe — but | thought the team responded 
well to fill those voids. With that, there is a level 
of excitement going forward into this year.” 

Down the stretch of the 2011 season, 
Rebel fans saw Ole Miss compete with the 
upper echelon of the conference, going toe- 
to-toe in a five-set thriller against eventual 


conference champion Tennessee and losing a 
close five-set match to second-place Kentucky, 
before sweeping Mississippi State on the road 
and defeating Alabama 3-1 at the Gillom Center. 

“Knowing that we have that type of tal- 
ent to hang with those teams; then we're 
talking about reaching our potential,” 
Getzin said “That’s what the key is: reach- 
ing our potential. When we do that, we’re 
competing for an SEC Championship.” 

In order to do that, Ole Miss will have 
to stay healthy, something they struggled 
with last year, especially the freshman class. 

“Last year we lost three of the four 
freshmen to season-ending injuries early 
in preseason,” Getzin said. “So, staying 
healthy is always something for a team of 
our level to make sure we’re doing. | think 
the girls are in great shape and very strong 
so | think we're in a good position that way.” 


MIDDLE BLOCKER 


One season after having All-American and 
All-SEC selection Regina Thomas controlling 
the middle, the Rebels now find themselves 
with the middle blocker position having the 
most newcomers and least amount of depth. 

While there is a lot of youth at middle

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blocker, there’s also some experience in the 
form of junior Kellie Goss. The Manassas, 
Va., native had the third most blocks on the 
team last season among returning players, 
had a hitting percentage of .282, and is re- 
ally making strides on the court, Getzin said. 

“She had a really good spring,” Getzin 
said. “She is maturing as a player in the 
middle and realizing that she can play in 
the SEC and add something to our team.” 

No longer a newcomer on the team, 
Ty Laporte enters the 2012 season as 
a redshirt freshman after an ACL injury 
prior to the start of the 2011 season. 

“Ty is a very dynamic player,” Getzin 
said. “She’s extremely good off one leg. 
We’re just getting her back, and she played 
limited action in our last spring tournament. 
| really like what | see out of her though.” 

Two of Ole Miss’ five incoming fresh- 
men, Nakeyta Clair and Lauren Douglass, 
will play the middle blocker position in 2012. 
Clair, a 6-foot-1 native of Country Club Hills, 
Ill, joined the team a semester early and 
has made big strides in her time on campus 
in adjusting to the speed of the game at the 
collegiate level and in adding to her strength. 

“She has the potential to be a domi- 
nating blocker,” Getzin said. “When she

gets comfortable with the offensive side of 
things, she’s going to be tough to stop.” 

Douglass, who Getzin says is probably Ole 
Miss’ most skilled middle blocker, is recovering 
from an injury to her right elbow. The coaching 
staff is hoping to have Douglass back on the 
courtbythestart of conference play, though, and 
is excited about the skills she will bring with her. 


OUTSIDE HITTER 


If the Rebels have their least amount 
of depth at middle blocker, they have 
their most at outside hitter, led by senior 
Whitney Craven and junior Kara Morgan. 

Craven, one of the most decorated 
high school volleyball players in the pro- 
gram’s history and a_ three-year starter 
for the Rebels, will enter her senior year 
coming off a junior campaign where she 
posted five double-digit kill performances 
and four double-digit dig performances. 

“Whitney's coming back from a little 
knee surgery, but we feel like she is going 
to be in a good position once again to play 
some significant minutes for us,” Getzin said. 

Morgan will enter the season as one of the 
Rebels’ top offensive threats, coming off a soph- 
omore year with 266 kills while playing in every 
set, one of just five players to claim that feat. 

“Kara Morgan has been the other 


starter for us the last two years,” Getzin 
said. “| think we have added some strength 
to her game. She has touched 10 feet now, 
so she’s jumping a little better. | think she’s 
also getting more comfortable with the all- 
around demands we’re placing on her.” 

Also competing for playing time for the 
Rebels at outside hitter will be senior Ash- 
ley Anderson, redshirt junior Kiley Sher- 
man and incoming freshman Seini Moimoi. 

“We have Anderson, who has moved 
over to the right side for us in the past, 
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as she did in the spring,” Getzin said. “Ki- 
ley Sherman is one we feel can add some 
depth for us in addition to Ashley and Seini 
Moimoi, who is a dynamic young attacker.” 


RIGHT SIDE 


On the right side, Ole Miss has one 
of its top returning players in senior Al- 
legra Wells. The Rebels’ leader in kills last 
season, Wells is also Ole Miss’ top return- 
ing blocker with 73 rejections a year ago. 
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A native of Garland, Texas, Wells com- 
peted on the Ole Miss track and field team 
during the winter and spring. Training with 
Olympic long jump gold medalist and Ole 
Miss alumnus Brittney Reese, Wells finished 
fourth in the long jump at the SEC Indoor 
Championships with a mark of 19-11.50. 

“If we have a player who would be labeled 
our ‘go-to’ player on this team, it would be 
Allegra Wells,” Getzin said. “Allegra is prob- 
ably the most athletic person in the SEC, 
and | sense a new confidence in her. As we 
go forward, we’re excited to see how we can 
utilize that. She’s a very dynamic player that 
will probably play an important role for us.” 


SETTER 


Ole Miss returns two-year starter Aman- 
da Philpot at setter. The senior left-hander 
is one of the SEC’s most offensive threats 
at the position, and Getzin will rely on her 
and her leadership going into the season. 

Philpot played every set last season, re- 
cording 1.63 kills per set (178) and passing out 
8.84 assists per set, while digging 2.25 balls. 

“Being a senior, we’ve thrown some lead- 
ership responsibilities Amanda’s way and she’s 
done a great job responding to that,” Getzin 
said. “She’s going to be a real special player 


- 
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for us this year as we move forward. Her level 
of expectations for the team and herself is re- 
ally high, and I’m excited to watch her play.” 

One of the players Amanda will be ex- 
pected to help mentor is redshirt freshman 
Skylar Johnson. Johnson was another fresh- 
man unable to play last season due to in- 
jury but is on the road to recovery in 2012. 
Getzin is hoping to be able to get Johnson 
back on the court in the near future and be- 
lieves when she does she'll be a real talent. 

“As she gets healthier, | see her making a 
big push for playing time and pushing Amanda 
along and making her better,” Getzin said. 


DEFENSIVE SPECIALIST 


On a team that saw injuries pile up at 
times one season ago, perhaps no position saw 
more attrition than the defensive specialists. 

In 2012, the defensive specialists will 
be led by senior Ashley Veach, who had a 
sprained ankle in 2011 and missed some 
time but still played in 96 sets, recording 195 
digs behind starting libero Morgan Springer. 

“| would say senior Ashley Veach has 
really stepped up and put herself in a role 
where now she has a little bit of a leading 
edge on everyone,” Getzin said. “We knew 
she had a tremendous amount of talent that 


was kind of hidden behind Morgan Springer 
a little bit. It was good to see her come out 
from Morgan's shadow all spring, and she 
did a phenomenal job with her first contact.” 

Sophomore Rachael McLamore  con- 
tinues to make the transition from setter 
to defensive specialist, and Getzin said he 
sees her competing for playing time this 
season. Also competing for playing time will 
be two newcomers to the team in freshmen 
Evan St. Laurent and Morgan Weinheimer. 


COACHING STAFF 


For the first time in three seasons, 
Ole Miss has continuity in the coach- 
ing staff as Getzin will be joined by as- 
sistant coaches Shannon Wells and Sean 
Burdette for the second consecutive year. 

Wells enters her third year as an as- 
sistant coach at Ole Miss, with Burdette 
entering his second year in Oxford af- 
ter serving as the head coach at Bradley. 

“| think continuity in the coaching staff is 
a key to any successful program,” Getzin said. 
“Shannon Wells is our recruiting coordinator, 
and she is a bright, young coaching mind that 
adds a lot to our program, both in the recruit- 
ing aspect of it and the on-court energy that 
she brings every day. | think she is a dynamic

voice in our gym and relates to our players. 

“To have someone of Sean Burdette’s 
caliber, with head coaching experience and 
everything, | think he does a really great job 
with the middles. | think he brings another 
set of eyes that have experience from a head 
coaching view, so that’s very valuable to us.” 


2012 SCHEDULE 


With five seniors guiding the pro- 
gram, Getzin and the Rebels took an ag- 
gressive route with their scheduling. 

“| always have the view that the early- 
season scheduling is there to help us pre- 
pare for the SEC, so we try to play a couple 
different styles of volleyball teams,” Getzin 
said. “With this schedule, we have done that.” 

Ole Miss will open the season with the 
Hurricane Invitational in Coral Gables, Fla., 
where they will face host school Miami (Fla.), 
which advanced to the second round of the 
NCAA Tournament one year ago. The Rebels 
will play the first-half of a doubleheader the 
next day against a Samford team that advanced 
to the NCAA Tournament in 2011. Ole Miss 
closes out the tournament against Wofford. 

Six days later, Ole Miss will head north 
for the Xavier Invitational in Cincinnati, Ohio. 
There, the Rebels will compete against a 
scrappy Xavier team that forces its op- 
ponents into mistakes before facing Mar- 


quette and finishing with Tennessee Tech. 

The friendly confines of the Gillom Sports 
Center will host the 13th annual Magnolia In- 
vitational on Sept. 7-8, where Alabama A&M, 
Rice and North Dakota will come to town. 

“One of the things that over the years we've 
gotten really excited about is the atmosphere 
that we’ve created in the Gillom Center,” Getzin 
said. “It’s important that we continue to get the 
support we've had from the Ole Miss fans. If you

come and watch a volleyball match at the Gillom 
Center, you really feel like you're a part of it.” 

The always-tough SEC schedule got even 
tougher in 2012 withthe additions of Texas A&M, 
which finished No. 32 in the final American Vol- 
leyball Coaches’ Association poll, and Missouri. 

With the two additions to the SEC, the 
20-match conference slate will not feature 
two matches against each school. Instead, 
Ole Miss will face Alabama, Arkansas, Florida, 
Kentucky, Mississippi State, Missouri, South 
Carolina and Texas A&M in home-and-home 
series. The Rebels will face division rivals Au- 
burn and LSU once this season, along with 
Georgia and Tennessee of the East division. 

Getzin wants the Gillom Center packed for 
the Magnolia Invitational and each of the Reb- 
els’ 10 home conference matches. With its tight 
quartered nature, a loud Gillom Center can be 
the difference the team needs, Getzin said. 

“The excitement of having all those fans 
there really makes a huge difference in the out- 
come of matches,” Getzin said. “I really want 
to continue to build on that tradition and have 
the Gillom Center be one of the toughest plac- 
es to play in the Southeastern Conference.” 
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Three NCAA Tournament appearances, five 
All-Region selections, eight selections to an All- 
SEC team and the program’s first All-American 
... that’s what Joe Getzin has done over the last 
six seasons as he has brought Rebel volleyball 
to the forefront of the SEC in his tenure as 
head coach. 

When Getzin was hired as the sixth head 
coach of the volleyball program at Ole Miss in 
2002, it was with sights fixed on the goal of 
taking a program that had experienced suc- 
cess in the past and moving it to the next level. 

Getzin took the reins of the Rebels with a 
reputation as a recruiter, a necessary piece of 
the puzzle to building a program. He hit the 
ground running, put together an outstand- 
ing coaching staff and turned recruiting up a 
notch, filling the roster with athletes that in- 
clude All-State and All-America selections. 

Just three years ago, Getzin pulled in the 
23rd-ranked recruiting class in the nation ac- 
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cording to PrepVolleyball - the first ranked re- 
cruiting class in Ole Miss history. The results 
of those recruiting efforts have never been 
clearer. 

Ten years after taking control of the squad, 
the Rebel volleyball program is coming off 
three appearances in the NCAA Tournament 
over the last six years and a pair of record- 
setting seasons. The pieces of the puzzle are 
falling into place under Getzin, who has twice 
been named Southeastern Conference Coach 
of the Year and a finalist for National Coach of 
the Year in 2006. 

“When we hired Joe 10 years ago, our goal 
was to accomplish exactly what we have seen 
the past few seasons,” said Lynnette John- 
son, Executive Associate Athletics Director. 
“Our goal was to compete at a high level in 
the Southeastern Conference, go to the NCAA 
Tournament and compete for championships. 
We wanted to put Ole Miss Volleyball on the 


map. We’re there now, and we are excited 
about continuing to build on the groundwork 
laid as we continue to get better.” 

“It’s exciting to finally see the hard work pay- 
ing off.” Getzin said. “When | was hired, | knew 
Ole Miss had a lot to offer and was truly a dia- 
mond in the rough. It’s great to see all of the 
pieces start falling into place. | look forward to 
continuing to build on that.” 

In addition to quality recruiting, the Getzin 
era has seen facility improvements, increased 
attendance and excitement at home matches. 
With these elements in place and a continued 
commitment from the administration, Getzin 
and Ole Miss have the foundation laid to sus- 
tain success. 

Ole Miss completed a new renovation to 
the Gillom Center in 2010. The Rebels moved 
the court and added 350 chairback seats to 
completely surround the court and add to the 
frenzied excitement that has become Rebel Vol- 
leyball at the Gillom Center. 

Over the last six seasons, the Rebels have 
seen the work in laying that foundation pay off. 
Under Getzin’s tutelage, the Rebels have seen 
five All-SEC selections Jaclyn Toohey (2006) 
Rachel Kieckhaefer (2007, 2008) and Regina 
Thomas (2010, 2011), as well as three All- 
Freshman team selections in Whitney Craven 
(2009), Thomas (2008) and Jackie Jones (2007). 

Toohey and Kieckhaefer also earned All- 
Region honors in 2006 and 2007, respectively, 
while helping lead the Rebels to back-to-back 
NCAA Tournament appearances. 

The Rebels returned to the NCAA Tourna- 
ment for the third time in 2010 behind the play 
of a pair of All-Region selections in Miranda 
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Kitts and Thomas. The return trip to the post- 
season wasn’t the only feather added to the 
Getzin era’s cap that season, as Thomas also 
became the program’s first All-American when 
she was selected for third team honors by the 
American Volleyball Coaches Association. She 
followed that up with All-America honorable 
mention honors in 2011. 


BACK-TO-BACK RECORD SEASONS 


In his first four seasons, Getzin showed fans 
that the excitement of Ole Miss Volleyball was 
returning. The fans bought into that and cre- 
ated a frenzied environment each weekend 
when the Rebels took the court, supporting the 
program through the rebuilding stages. 

Season five saw that hard work and sup- 
port from the Oxford and Ole Miss community 
culminate in one of the best seasons in the 
program’s 30-year history with the program’s 
first NCAA Tournament appearance in 2006. 
The fans were rewarded again in 2007 as the 
Rebels raised the bar once more with another 
post-season berth. 

In 2007, Ole Miss built on the successes of 
the 2006 season and posted the program’s 
first 20-win season since 1989, going 25-8 
and earning a second straight NCAA Tourna- 
ment berth. The season opened with a bang as 
the Rebels defeated No. 20 Missouri in the first 
match of the season and never slowed down. 

Ole Miss also turned in a spectacular per- 
formance in conference play, posting a 14-6 
record in SEC play to set the school record for 
conference wins. The Rebels finished third in 
the overall standings, their best finish since the 
1982 season when only six league teams com- 


peted in the sport. 

The Rebels earned a second consecutive 
NCAA Tournament berth, falling to BYU in the 
first round to bring an unbelievable season to 
a close. 

For the second straight season, Getzin was 
named SEC Coach of the Year and Rebel ath- 
letes earned post-season accolades as Ra- 
chel Kieckhaefer was named All-SEC second 
team and Jackie Jones became the first SEC 
All-Freshman Team selection in school history. 
Kieckhaefer was also named an All-South Re- 
gion honorable mention selection. 

Under Getzin’s guidance, Ole Miss exploded 
onthe scene in 2006 as the Rebels finished fifth 
in the SEC and tied a school record for league 
wins not seen since 1979. Ole Miss posted a 
19-13 record, including a 10-10 mark in the 
SEC, and the Rebels took down 11th-ranked 
LSU in the season finale for the program’s first 
win over a ranked opponent. 

The signature win of the Getzin era also 
propelled the team to the program’s first NCAA 
Tournament berth, as Ole Miss took to the road 
and faced fifth-seeded Southern California in 
the opening round of the tournament. 

In addition to the win over LSU, Ole Miss also 
posted a season sweep of Western Division 
rival Arkansas for the first time in program his- 
tory. The Rebels went on to sweep Georgia and 
Auburn while taking wins over Alabama, Ken- 
tucky and South Carolina. 

Getzin’s work in the turnaround of the Rebel 
program did not go unnoticed as he was named 
SEC Coach of the Year and was tabbed South 
Region Coach of the Year by the American Vol- 
leyball Coaches Association. He was also a fi- 
nalist for National Coach of the Year. 


COACHING STAFF & ADMINISTRATION 


The 2006 season also saw a Rebel earn 
All-SEC honors for the first time since 2000 as 
senior captain Jaclyn Toohey was named to the 
All-SEC second team, marking the first player 
to receive all-conference honors under Getzin 
at Ole Miss. Toohey was also named All-South 
Honorable Mention by the AVCA. 


LAYING THE FOUNDATION AT OLE MISS 


After being solidly competitive at home in the 
first two seasons, the Rebels took to the road 
and claimed big victories for the program in 
the 2004 campaign. Ole Miss claimed a road 
victory over LSU, the first win in Baton Rouge 
in almost 10 years, before continuing with a 
road win over the Kentucky Wildcats. The win 
over Kentucky on the road was the first for the 
Rebels over the Wildcats since 1997. 

Ole Miss also picked up the program’s first 
win over Baylor, storming to the Magnolia Invi- 
tational title with a 3-0 win over the Bears. Se- 
nior Elena Garcia played her way into the NCAA 
Record Books in the match as she served 18 
consecutive points for the Rebels in a 30-11 
game two win. 

Getzin has also brought the annual Magnolia 
Invitational to a level of a premiere tournament 
with prominent programs like Texas, Missouri, 
Pittsburgh and NC State making the trip to Ox- 
ford to compete in the event. 

The Rebels have steadily improved perfor- 
mance in the competitive SEC under Getzin’s 
leadership. In his first two seasons, the Reb- 
els posted back-to-back season sweeps over 
Auburn and arch-rival Mississippi State. The 
Rebels added to the win total with a 3-2 upset 
of LSU that saw fans rush the court in celebra- 
tion. In 2003, the Rebels’ five SEC wins tied the 
most conference wins for the program since 
the 1997 season when Ole Miss tallied seven 
conference victories. 

The excitement that is buzzing around Ox- 
ford and Ole Miss Volleyball has been seen in 
the fan participation as well. The Rebels have 
hosted all of the top five crowds at Ole Miss in 
the Getzin era. 

In 2002, Getzin’s first season, more than 
1,300 fans turned out to watch Ole Miss take 
down arch-rival Mississippi State in a 3-0 
match. It marked the largest crowd to see a 
volleyball match at the University of Mississippi 
in the 28-year history of the program. 
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In the 2003 season, Getzin added three 
more to the top-five list with crowds of more 
than 400 showing up to watch the Rebels de- 
feat LSU and Mississippi State, while more than 
500 fans turned out to watch the Rebels take 
on the Georgia Bulldogs. 

Since that time, the Rebels have continued 
to shuffle the list as the crowds continue to 
grow at the Gillom Sports Center. 

In Getzin’s first season, the Rebels improved 
the previous year’s record by four wins and at- 
tendance nearly tripled. Fans experienced the 
excitement of volleyball with the addition of 
bleachers behind the court, allowing specta- 
tors to be right on top of the action. The squad 
posted its first sweep of arch-rival Missis- 
sippi State since 1997, and the largest crowd 
(1,378) ever to witness a volleyball match at 
Ole Miss saw the Rebels down MSU 3-0 on 
Oct. 16. Individually, junior Elena Garcia led 
the team with 260 kills and 267 digs. She went 
over 500 in both categories for her career. 

Off the court, the Rebels have shown incred- 
ible success in the academic arena. Ole Miss 
has had 59 selections to the SEC Academic 
Honor Roll and 15 selections to the Freshman 
Academic Honor Roll. In addition, since Getzin 
has taken over the program, 50 members of 
the squad have made one of the University’s 
three honor rolls. In 2006, the squad also 
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captured the Chancellor's Cup for having the 
highest cumulative GPA of any athletic team on 
campus. 

In addition to the Chancellor’s Cup, the team 
claimed the AVCA/Gameplan Award for the first 
time in 2006, as a program that boasted a 
team GPA above the 3.3 mark. Ole Miss was 
one of only two SEC schools and only 55 in the 
nation to earn the award. The Rebels followed 
that up by claiming the award again in 2007 
and accomplished the feat for a third-straight 
season in 2008. 

“lam proud of the team for making the 
grade in the classroom,” Getzin said. “It dem- 
onstrates their commitment to not only com- 
peting at the highest level on the court, but in 
the classroom as well. They will be successful 
in the future.” 


AT SOUTH CAROLINA 


Prior to taking the position with the Reb- 
els, Getzin served as the top assistant coach 
at South Carolina from 2000-2001. At South 
Carolina, Getzin was responsible for recruiting, 
conditioning and technical training. In 2000, 
the Gamecocks posted a 22-7 overall record 
and their best-ever conference record at 12-2 
in the SEC. USC was selected to the NCAA Tour- 
nament for the fourth time. In 2001, South Car- 


olina finished with a 20-6 overall record, 10-4 
in the SEC, and reached the NCAA Tournament 
for the fifth time in seven years. 

He previously served as an assistant coach 
for the Gamecocks from 1993-95 and assisted 
in recruiting several top players, including Ash- 
ley Edlund, Heather Larkin and Shani Abshier. 
Larkin and Edlund were named All-SEC four 
consecutive years, and Abshier was the 1998 
Southeastern Conference Scholar-Athlete of 
the Year. 


PRIOR TO SOUTH CAROLINA 


Prior to re-joining South Carolina for the 
2000 season, Getzin spent one year as the 
head coach at the University of Portland. While 
at Portland, his team achieved a cumulative 
GPA of 3.34 and he signed Sara Engstrom, the 
MVP of the Junior National Championship. 

Getzin went to Portland following a stint as 
head coach at Embry-Riddle Aeronautical Uni- 
versity in Prescott, Ariz., from 1997-1999. In 
his second year at Embry-Riddle, his team was 
ranked regionally throughout the season in the 
NAIA. 


He was the Director of the Yavapai Junior 
Volleyball Club from 1995 until 1999. Working 
as the director, Getzin oversaw more than 100 
volleyball players from ages 10-18. 

Getzin was an assistant coach at the Univer- 
sity of Arizona from 1988-91, as the Wildcats 
went to the NCAA Tournament in both 1989 
and 1990. Prior to joining the Wildcats, Getzin 
was the coach of the Southern Arizona junior 
team. 

Beginning his coaching career in 1987, 
Getzin coached the Chicago Breeze, a team 
in the women’s Major League Volleyball. He 
served as head coach at Saint Francis High 
School in Wheaton, Ill., from 1986-87. 

Getzin also served as the Western Zonal Co- 
ordinator for the 1989 U.S. Olympic Festival. 


PERSONAL/MISCELLANEOUS 


Getzin received his bachelor’s degree in 
Physical Education from George Williams Col- 
lege in Downers Grove, Ill. in 1986. Getzin and 
his wife, Andrea, have two children: Sara Rose 
and Erin Elizabeth. 


Sean Burdette begins his second year as 
an assistant coach with the Ole Miss volleyball 
program with the advent of the 2012 season. 
He joined the Rebels as an assistant coach in 
2011 following a three year stint as the head 
coach at Bradley University and brings a wealth 
of coaching experience with him to the pro- 
gram. 

Burdette has coached at many different 
levels and stops throughout his career. Prior 
to his most recent time as the head coach at 
Bradley, he served as a top assistant at Ohio 
State. He also has made coaching stops at 
Towson, Pittsburgh and Ohio-Dominican. 

In his first season with the Rebels, Burdette 
helped coach middle blocker Regina Thomas 
to first team All-Region and honorable mention 
All-America honors. 


AT BRADLEY 


Burdette’s teams excelled in the classroom 
throughout his tenure at Bradley and his pro- 
gram was recognized for having a 100 percent 
NCAA Graduation Success Rate in October. The 
team earned its sixth consecutive American 
Volleyball Coaches Association Team Academic 
Award in the summer of 2010 by posting a 
3.48 grade point average during the 2009-10 
academic year and all 15 Braves earned a spot 
on the Bradley Athletic Director’s Honor Roll by 
recording a minimum 3.0 semester GPA in at 
least one of the two grading periods last year, 
including 11 players who earned the distinc- 
tion in both the fall and spring terms. 
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AT OHIO STATE 


A 1997 graduate of Ohio Dominican and na- 
tive of Silver Spring, Md., Burdette helped Ohio 
State to a 101-54 (.652) overall record and 
56-44 (.560) Big Ten mark. The Buckeyes’ 
camps coordinator, he was also the main re- 
cruiter for Ohio, Michigan, Illinois, Pennsylvania 
and the Eastern part of the United States. 

Ohio State posted a 30-4 overall record and 
advanced to the Elite Eight of the NCAA Tour- 
nament in 2004 after finishing second in the 
Big Ten. The Buckeyes were ranked sixth in the 
final AVCA Coaches Poll of 2004 and followed 
that up with a 22-9 overall record and second 
round NCAA Tournament appearance in addi- 
tion to a third place Big Ten finish in 2005. 


In 2005, Burdette helped Ohio State to a 
25-8 overall record and fourth place finish in 
the Big Ten, while advancing to the Sweet Six- 
teen in the NCAA Tournament. The Buckeyes 
finished the 2005 and 2006 seasons ranked 
23rd and 16th, respectively, in the final AVCA 
poll. 

Burdette helped lure three top-20 recruit- 
ing classes according to prepvolleyball.com, 
including the fourth ranked recruiting class in 
the nation in 2004. During his time in Colum- 
bus, Ohio, he helped train the AVCA National 
Co-Player of the Year in Stacey Gordon. Bur- 
dette also coached seven AVCA All-Americans, 
one Big Ten Player of the Year, eight All-Big 
Ten First-Team selections and three All-Big Ten 
Freshman honorees.

Prior to joining the Ohio State coaching 
staff, Burdette was the Associate Head Coach 
at Towson University from 2000 through the 
2003 season. The Tigers won the 2001 Ameri- 
ca East Conference regular-season title, finish- 
ing the season with a 28-4 record and boast- 
ing the highest season winning percentage in 
school history. Towson went on to post a 23-10 
record in Burdette’s final season, marking the 
first back-to-back 20-win seasons in program 
history since the 1989 and 1990 seasons.

Ross Bjork was announced on March 21, 2012 as the 
seventh full-time Director of Athletics at Ole Miss. Bjork, 39, 
arrives in Oxford as the youngest AD among BCS schools and 
comes off a successful stint in that post at Western Kentucky 
University. 

Bjork has set the tone early in his Ole Miss tenure, hiring 
two of the country’s top rising coaches in their respective 
sports in Adrian Wiggins (women’s basketball) and Brian 
O'Neal (track and field) in just the first two months on the 
job. He also appointed three executive level administrators 
for external relations, academic support and facilities/game 
operations. 

The external relations post was a new umbrella posi- 
tion at the center of Bjork’s reorganization of that area of 
Ole Miss Athletics, including the UMAA Foundation, ticket 
operations, marketing and communications and the relation- 
ship with Ole Miss Sports Properties. He also created the unit 
for Health and Sports Performance, which combined sports 
medicine, strength and conditioning, nutrition and counsel- 
ing services and added a local orthopedic sports medicine 
component that will provide primary sports medicine care for 
all student-athletes. 

Bjork’s vision in facilities has resulted in a development 
plan for the Indoor Practice Facility. New projects will begin 
in the fall and include a full service dining facility, football 
team meeting room, player lounge and visuals throughout 
the complex. 

Bjork’s first full week at the post was spent on the Rebel 
Road Trip, a six-day, 16-stop tour of the region that served to 
unite the Rebel fanbase. He carried that momentum into the 
launch of a major sales campaign for football season tickets, 
which included television and radio advertising, billboards, 
internet marketing and a new outbound telemarketing call 


EMPORIA STATE, 1995 


At WKU, Bjork spent significant time with all head coach- 
es to evaluate and understand the necessary ingredients it 
takes for each sport to reach their maximum potential ath- 
letically and academically, He oversaw an extensive search 
process that resulted in Matt Myers being named WKU’s new 
head baseball coach in July of 2011, and groundbreaking is 
anticipated in the summer of 2012 for major facility upgrades 
for WKU’s tennis and track and field programs. 

After Bjork made a midseason coaching change, the 
Hilltopper men’s basketball team went on to capture the 
2012 Sun Belt Conference Tournament title and advanced 
to the second round of the NCAA Tournament. Women's 
Volleyball won the conference regular season and tourna- 
ment in 2011 and reached the NCAA tournament each of 
the last two years, while men’s and women’s cross country 
each won conference team titles in 2011. Women’s swimmer 
Claire Donahue finished second in the nation in the 100 yard 
butterfly, the highest finish in the program’s history, and then 
won a pair of gold medals at the 2011 Pan American Games 
to become the only WKU athlete to ever claim Pan Am gold. 

WKU’s football program posted the greatest one-season 
improvement in conference wins in the history of the Sun 
Belt in posting a 7-1 league mark and second-place confer- 
ence finish. WKU football also signed the conference's top 
recruiting class each of the last two seasons. WKU's soccer 
program also reached the Sun Belt Conference tournament 
championship game in 2011 before falling in overtime in 
their bid to achieve the program’s first ever NCAA Tourna- 
ment berth. 

Operating at full speed immediately after being hired at 
WKU, Bjork immediately created full time coaching positions 
for both men’s and women’s golf, implemented a strategic 
budgeting process, started a master facility plan, restruc- 
tured several key administrative units and created a new 
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mission statement and core values to guide the athletics 
program. He also led the “Toppers on Tour” caravan each 
summer, in which coaches and administrators from the WKU 
athletic department visit six cities outside of the Bowling 
Green area in a 19-day span covering over 1,000 total miles. 
His team also launched the Power of One membership cam- 
paign to accelerate growth for the Hilltopper Athletic Founda- 
tion and a new telemarketing program for ticket sales also 
saw immediate success in new customers for WKU Athletics. 

Bjork placed a high priority on academic success at WKU 
and led the creation of a comprehensive academic retention 
plan for the athletics department, which is geared to pro- 
actively impact all incoming student-athletes. Each of WKU’s 
men’s and women’s athletic teams exceeded the NCAA re- 
quired 925 Academic Progress Report Rate (APR), and WKU 
had more individuals honored for their academic achieve- 
ments by the Sun Belt Conference than any other institution 
in 2011-12. For the first time in program history, the overall 
cumulative average GPA was over 3.0 for all 391 student- 
athletes and 228 maintained a cumulative GPA of 3.0 or 
higher. Ten of the university's 15 athletic programs posted 
a cumulative team GPA of 3.0 or better. 

The youngest athletics director of the 120 NCAA FBS 
programs when hired at WKU, Bjork has an extensive career 
in intercollegiate athletics with two decades of experience as 
an administrator and student-athlete, having worked on the 
senior staffs at UCLA, the University of Miami and the Univer- 
sity of Missouri. He began his administrative career at WKU 
as an Assistant Development Coordinator in 1996-97. 

Bjork has also served as Campus Recreation Graduate 
Assistant and Athletic Department Volunteer at Western Il- 
linois University, Marketing Intern for the University of Tulsa, 
Front Office Intern for the Albuquerque Dukes, and Student 
Volunteer for Athletics at Emporia State University. 

Bjork is a native of Dodge City, Kan., and received his 
bachelor’s degree in recreation administration from Emporia 
State University in 1995 where he was a two-year starter at 
fullback. He earned a master’s degree in athletic administra- 
tion from Western Illinois University in December 1996. Bjork 
is respected nationally by his peers and is Past-President of 
the National Association of Athletic Development Directors 
(NAADD). He and his wife, Sonya, have two boys: Payton (5) 
and Paxton (1).
